They had heard that Annie
Hindle, the “celebrated male imperson-
ator,” had married again, aml that her
marriage was as straoge in its main
feature as if it bad been the
plot of & weird novel of the latter-day
period. In fact, Miss Hindle bad supplied
more than the nsual basis for a unique
story, because, for the second time in her
life, she had gone and married a woman,

The affair has been kept quiet, but the de-
tails have leaked out, ns theatrical stories
generslly do. On Sunday, June 26, in Troy,
Miss Annie Hindle beeame not the wife,
but the lawful huosband of Miss Lounise
Spangehl, who lives in Troy, and is not on
the stage. oeremcmi was performed
in the utmost good faith by Rev. G. C.
Baldwin, a Baptist minister of Troy, and
there is no reason to dispute his assertion
that st the time of the wedding he believed
Miss Hindle to be 8 man,

aphieved in her “male impersonations.™ In
this aet she wears men’s elothing, smokes
cigars, and otherwise conducts herself in
the manner of the sterner sex.

No doubt the larger portion of her audi-
ence was deceived by her cleverness, and
perhaps she assured the Troy elergyrman
that she was really deceiving the publie;
but it wonld be impossible to convinece the
Rialto thrones that Annie Hindle is other
than & woman.

She did not
tel!l him that she had never before assumed
n male prefix, nor did she reveal to him
that long ago in the '60's she was the wife
of Charles Vivian.

A Swast Singer When s Child.

When Annie Hindle was § vears old the
woman who adopted her, and who gave her
proteze her own name, put her on the stage
in the pottery disirict of Hartfordshire, in
England. Tue little girl sang well, even o
early. There was a fearlessness in
her manner that tickled her rough andiences,
ayd they mude n favorite of her from the
vefry first. At the outset she sang tender
gs, with love as their theme, but as she
goew up and traveled to London she
erlarged her “repertory.”
ne day, half in jest, she put on a man’s
stume and sang & rollicking ditty about

ine and women., A manager who listened

o her saw a new field open to her, In a
ceek Annie Hindle was a “‘male imperson-
ator,” and all London was talking about the
wonderful und minute accuracy of her mim-
iery.

About 1867 she ecame to New York, to
triumph here as she had trivmphed in Lon-
don. She was a blonde, about 5 feet 6
inches, with a plump form, well-shaped
hands, small feet and closely cropped hair,
which on and off the stage
she parted on oue side, brushing it awayr
from the temples just as mendo. Her
voiee was deeper than an alto, yet it was
sweet aud it sang true with great expres-
gion.

The First of Male Impersonntors.

Annie Hindle was the first out-and-out
“male impersonator” New York’s stage had
ever sten.  Ella Wesner had not vet ceased

to deoce obscurely in  the  ballet
with her sister; Blanche
Selwyn, was unheard of;, Maggie

Weston was wet to come along in the
erowded ranks of Hindle's imitatore But
in "67 all the glory was Hindle's, all the
novelty was hers, and ehe got sll the
money, too

Itisa fact that this dashing singer was
the recipient of as many “mash® notes as
probably ever went to a stage in this
country. Once she eompared notes with H,
J. Montague, that carelessly hand-
some actor at whose shrine so muny
silly women had worskipped, but Hindle's
admirers lar outnumbered his, and they
were all women, strange &8 that may seem.

About this time Charley Vivian, the En-
glish comique, was traveling through
Americs. He wasa clever fellow of lin
lingard type—a fine singer, a dushing
dresser, and a general swell. He fell in
love with Anuie Hindle, who reciprocated
hie affection, and in the fall of 1868 they
were married by a Philadelphia minister.

The couple lived together happily five
years, occupying nTElemm home on the
Jersey Heights. They were respected by
their neighbors, it appears, and they were
welcom at  all the social her-
ings in the wicini of their home,
Miss  Hindle di not  reappear
on the stage until some months after her
wife’s death. Then she accepted several
engagements, and it was during one of these
engagements that she met Miss el,
whom she has just married.

DROWNED IN PERDIDA BAY.

A Futher's Desperate bat Fotlle Attempt to
Save His Little Boy.
PexsacoLA, FLA., July 4.—[Specia’. ]—
W. R Hightower and his son Jumes, aged
11 years, were both drowned in Perdida
Bay late yesterday afternoon. Hightower,
James, two voung daughters of J. D. Gray
and a daughter and son of Mr. Young, all
of Millview, had been down the bayin a
sail boat on a pleasure trip. They were re-
turning sbout 6 o'clock in the afternoon,
and James was endeavoring to raise the jib-
sail, when the boom swung around and
knocked him overboard. His father leaped
out after him, calling at the same time for
the young ladies to Tug the boat about.
Unfortunately they knew nothing about
the management of a sail boat, and it kept
steadily ahead. Hightower picked up his
son and swam sfter the boat for about a
quarter of a mile. Finally, becoming ex-
tisusted, he attempied to make for the
shore, but both he and his -son were so fa-
tigued that they sank never to rise ‘?::rd
The boat, with the young ladiesa s
ran aground ou the Florida side of the bay,
aud they were saved, .Assistance soon
came sod men dragged the bay all night,
but did not recover the bodies until this
morning at 9 o'clock, when they were
found in six feet of waler on the
side. Hightower formerly lived at De
Funisk Springs, but has recently been
working at the mills in Millview. His
wife died five months ago. He leaves three
children. When the bodies were recovered
this morning Hightower’s face was badly
mutilated where the teeth of the drag had
raked across it during the attempts to re-
cover the body the night before.

The Gresham people, however, were not
dismayed by these evidences of sharp oppo-
sition to their candidate, and gave “Three
cheera for Walter Q. Gresham" with a will,

At this point the opposers of Gresham
made s clever move to prevent his name
carrying the convention by storm. Paul
Vandervoort, of Nebraska, who for three
days has beex declaring vigorously against
the nomination of Gresham, and who 18 bit-
terly a&pued to him, having been removed
from office by Gresham when the latter was
Postmaster General, claimed reengnition.
With remarkable dexterity he shifted his
position and assumed the role of a Gresham
enthusiast. He said:

If it is trme that Walter Q. Gresham will
accept on the piatforin of the People's
party, I will support him with all my heart
anda second his nomination in this conven-
tion. 1In the intorest of harmony, in the in-
terest of & nnanimons nomination, in the
interest of victory by and for the People’s
party, in the interest of our grand princl-
pl::,lfn the bope that we can all join here to
sacrifice oar reonal feelings, trampling
under foot selflsh purposes, risiiiz above
men and placing ourselves upon the eternal
truth, 1 move that this convention sdjourn,
after the nominating s hes anre made,
until 7 r. m. [Applause, fotlowed by Jeers.]

Hlard to Fool the Judge's Men.

The Gresham people, however, recognized
this as & ruse to defeat their candidate, and
Mr. Vandervoort’solive branch was received
with but little favor, Recognizing that his
attempt was & failure, he said: “Now, Mr
Chairman, I ask that this convention nro-
ceed slowly. I trust that by 7 or 8 o'clock

At this moment T. V. Powderly, Grand
Master of the Inights of Labor, and James
B. Weaver, who appeared to be practieally
assured of the Presidental nomination in
the event Gresham were not chosen, gnterad
the hall side by side. Their appearance was
the signal for prolonged cheers, lasting
several minutes, and as they were escorted

The question now recurred on the motion
for & recess until 7:30, but it was so vehe-
mently onposed by the Gresham people that
a call of States was demanded. J}his meant
8 helf hour’s delay, but there seemed no
way of avoiding 1t until 8 F. Norton, of
Illinois, finally gained the floor and asked
permission to make a statement in the in-
terest of harmony. *“I want to know,” sald
he, “If it is in order to move to suspend the
roll ¢all and makea motion to adjourn until
8 o'olock and put ourselves together, for
God knows we need it.”  [Great laughter
and applanse. ]

Mr, Norton’s little h seemed like
pouring oil on the troubled waters, and by
unanimous conkent the rules were sus-
pended, and the motion to adjourn till 8 p.

BIG WORK AT NIGHT.

Important Amendments to the Platform
Presepted—Some of the Supplementary
Panks Adopted—Doath Blow to Gresh-
am's Doom Strock by the Judge Him-
il .

Omana, July 4 —The delegates were
prompt in arriving for the night session
and they were all nervous and expectant,
owing to the lack of positive and fnal in-
formation as to the possiblity of an aceept-
sble nomination by Judge Gresham. The
audience was s large one. There had been
complaint during the afternoon, of the pres-
ence among the delegates of parsons not ao-
eredited to the eonvention, and it was
charged that some of them had even exer-
cised the right to vote. To guard against
this the roll of States was ealled and each
delegation was required to answer that
there were no unauthorized persons in its
chairs. This also had the effecs of delaying
business until the convention could learn
sbsolutely and definitely exmetly what it
conld rely on with reference to Judge
Gresham. :

en came the important speech of the
night en the question, one by Ignacius
Donnelly, The resolution he declared was
inkeeping with the spirit of the preamble
to the platform adopted with so mueh una-
nimity earlier in the day. ‘“The Rochester
clothing manufacturers have said to 16,000
of their workmen and workwomen that they
could not gain & means of livelihood with-
out yielding their rights as American eiti-
zens,” Mr. Donnelly said; ‘‘on this there
can be no compromise.”

The Boycott Made a Go.

At this declaration the cheers rang again,
and agsin the woice of General Master
Workman Powderly, of the Knights of
Labor, made itself heard above the general
din. “I7 this resolution were simply to
express the prejudice of a class,™ nidvhe,
*I should not support it It is a declara-
tion that freemen will not clothe their
limbs in the goods of the maoufacturer of
this slave-making oligarchy, [Loud cheers. ]

The Skillfal Aleuts Bring Dowa the Rich-
Coateil Sea Otter.

More than two-thirds of all the sea otters
taken in Alnska are secared in the neigh-
borhood of Saanach and Chernolours. Be-
low the Straits of Fuea, in and about
Gray’s Harbor, is another resort of theirs,
where they are shot from perches on tall
tripods 40 feet high, on which sharpshooters
sit in wait for them and mark them dow;

EDROPE NOWINVADED

At Its Very Weakest Samitary Point
by the Dreaded Cholera.

THE EPIDEMIC TRAVELING FAST.

Corpses Uuburied for Days at Daku, snd
the Populace Fleeing.

NEWS FROM THE EUROPEAN CAPITALS.

8r. Pereesurc, July 4.—The Official
Gazetts announces that there were eight
cases of cholera and three deaths in As-
trakhan Juoe 80, and four cases and one
death July 1. The epidemic has, there-
fore, entered European Russis at one of the
most unhealthy and unsanitary points.

The latest official accounts from Baku oo
June 29 and 30 enumerate 118 deaths and
100 fresh eases, and that 20 cases were cured
and 114 were in the hospital. At Tiflis, in
the three days ending July 1, there were
nine cases and four desths. Many cases and
deaths are reported in Petrofsk, Shemakka,
Shusha, Askabad and Uszunada. The epi-
demic has, therefore, sraveled fast. All
suspected steamer traffic on the Caspian Sea
and Volga river has been stopped.

A Vienna dispatch says Dr. Dra Asche
declures that experience showed in Truruy,
Baku and Tyria the disease is less viralent
than the true Asiatic cholern. He thought
that the gravity of the outbreak had been
exaggerated; that the disease wounld soon be
checked by sanitary measuoves, and that
there is no need of spprolension of its
spreading.

The first fatal case of cholera ai Baku oc-
curred at the railway station. The muni-
cipal authorities there are doing nothing to
prevent the spread of the disease. No speec-
ial hospital has been opened. Patients are
taken to the general hospital 1n public ve-
hicles. Many eorpses are left unburied for
days. One y wss found in a public
bath. Dootors, municipal authorities and
inhabitants generally are fleeing from the
town., No disinfectants are obtainable
Greay confusion prevails. The sanitary
condition of Astrakban is terrible.

NORWAY 1IN DEAD EARNEST.

The Tenslon Betwoeen the King aud the
Country In Breooming Dangerous

CHRISTIANA, July 4 —King Oscar has
written to the President of the BStorthing
(Norwegian Parliament) in reply to an ad-
dress from that body. This address ex-
pressed the Storthing's regret at the Roysal
refusal to sanction the establishment of
Norwegian consulates, and urged the giv-
ing of the desired sanetion for the sake of
the union with Sweden and the monarchy,
thos making nnnecessary the retirement of
a Ministry alone commanding the Stor-
thing's confidence. In his reply the King
still declines to sanction the desired separ-
ate consulates for Norway, and his reiusal
arouses & widespread feeling which has re-
sulted in several marked demonstrations.

A gathering of 10,000 citizens, which as-
sembled outside the residence of the Pre-
mier, was addressed by Bjornson, the Nor-
wegian statesman. He told the people he
desired the maintenance of the defensive
union of Scandinavia, but desired also that
his eountry might enjoy full politicsl tree-
dom and equality. In response to the ova-
tion with which he was greeted Premier
Steen also addressed the crowd. He
thanked them tor their sympathy, but ex-
pressed loyalty to the King. Similar
demonstrations occurred in other towns.

TIRED OF A LIFE OF FRAUD.

A Pirie Dinmond Merchant Who Siole
3,000,000 Franes Commits Sulolde.

Parrs, July 4 —M. Loewy, a diambnd
merchant of this city, has committed sui-
cide. He is suspected of having perpetrated
frauds, amounuing to 3,000,000 franca. He
sent a telegram to a friend saying he in-
tended to commit suicide, adding: “There
will be searchings and qluestionings arter
my death, but nobody will know anything
positive. My life has been one of nothing
but lies.”

After receiving the telegram the friend
hastened to the botel indicated by the mess-
sge and found Loewy, who had registered
under the name of Lawrent, dead, with a
bullet wound In his forehead. He had been
dead six hours when discovered. Loewy
had bought diamondd on credit and sold
them under value on so large a scale that
the market for precious stones was de-
pressed by his operations. One jeweler was
swindled out of 500,000 trancs, and another
ount of 1,075,000 {rancs.

THE GUILLOTINE T00 MEECIFUL

Its First Trial in Annum a'Saccess in a Hu-
manitarian Sense,

Panris, July 4&£—A guillotine was re-
cently imported into Annam. A young
Annamite, who was condemned to death for
murder, was executed in publioc amid the
childish delight of a mob of natives

The natives consider the horrors of death
lessened by the quick work of the guille-
tine. It is feared one result will be an ex-
tension of piracy and brigandage.

Baobmarine Boats for Pear! Fishing.

RomE, July 4.—Sigonor Balmazello, the
inventor of the submarine vessel Pollo Nau-
tica, has arranged with an American svndi-
este to employ the vessel in pearl fishing
and other enterprises, although :he was in-
tended for naval warlare.

HUNTING THE SEA OTTER

How the Aleuts Make It Kill Itself by Fre-
quent Diving.

The ancient method commonly practiced
by the Aleuts in the chase of the sea otter
was the ‘‘spearing surround.” This kind of
bunt is engaged in by 15 or 20 skinboats,
with two men in each, all being under con-
trol of a leader chosen by common consent.
When the weather is moderately good the
boats start out in & long line, slowly pad-
dling over the water where it is expected to
find the game.

As quickly as one of the animals is dis-
eovered, asleep most likely, the hunter who
has espied it 1ifts his paddle for asignal. At
the same moment he darts towsrd the prey,
which nearly always takes alarm befors it
can be struck, and instantly dives. But
the canoe keeps right on and stops

directly over the spot where the
beast disappeared, leaving circling rings
with floating  bubbles from  its

quick-canght breath. The other boats im-
mediately deploy and scatter, forminr a
eircle tmrf a mile wide aronnd the place
where the sea otter was last seen. Thus ar-
ranged, the hunters wait pﬂtient!r for the
reappearance of the animal, which must
eome to the surface for breath in from 15 to
30 minutes. When this bappens the boat
nearest darts forward like its predecessor,
while all hands shout and throw up their
5 to make the sea otter dive again,
tﬁu giving it searcely an instant in which
to recover itself and expel the poisoned air
from its lungs. A sentry is placed over the
second diving wake as before, and the circle
is drawn anew. In this manper the sur-
prise is quickly and often repeated, some-
times for two or three hours, until the vie-
tim, trom oft-interrupted inspiration, be-
comes so exhausted and filled with ganes as
to be unable to sink, and then it is easily
speared. Arrows five feet long, exquisitely
made and polnted with barbed pieces of
bone, are shol at the prey whenever there
is an opportunity, the regulation being
that the game belonga to the man whose
shaft strikes it first.
